Top priority at the convention was given to a revision 


of the association’s constitution. 
The constitution before revision 
divided ‘the state into three re- 
gions, the northern region with 
27 colleges, the central region 
with nine colleges, and the south- 
ern region with 36 colleges. After 
the revision the state division was 
changed to eight areas with nine 
colleges in each area.

Increase in Trustees

seven. The trustee areas include: 
King. City Join Union High

School’ District, the. portion of 
North Monterey County School 
District lying within the boun- 
daries of the Salinas Union High 
School District, the Salinas City 
School District, and the balance 
of the tiustees from the Salinas 
Union High School District. The 
Salinas City School District, be- 
cause of its heavy population, will 
have two trustees; each of the 
other five areas will have one. 


Incumbent trustees, Dr. Bart 
Daughters and Dr. Aaron Grib, 
had an easy time of it April 16. 

Other 
Hartnell trustees were not up for 
re-eltcion.

| As Mr. Legro Pressley sorts 
through his counseling files and 
textbooks in the next two months, 
he will be on the: final lap of 
a 4l-year teaching career. : 
In his office, surrounded by 
book shelves given over to the 
agricultural side of education, 
the veteran Hartnell instructor 
spoke of his interesting and re- 
warding life in the California 


secondary school system. 


A member of. the “Wonder 
Team” at the University of Cali- 
fornia 1918 through 1920, Mr. 
Pressley was graduated from the 
Berkeley campus when the Uni- 
versity of California at Davis was 
a mere two-year college. 


After 12 years of teaching phys- 
ical education and math in the 
Bay Area and Fresno County, Mr.

However, . two days before 
school started in 1934, the extant 
ag teacher quit and Mr. Pressley 
was asked to pinch-hit. Twenty- 
nine years later he is still at it.
